The  doinestic  letter  rate  is  2  cents  forench  ounce  or  fractional  part 
thereof. 

The  local,  or  drop  rate,  at  post  offices  employing  letter  carriers,  is 
2  cents  for  each  ounce  or  fractional  part  thereof. 

The  local,  or  drop  rate,  at  post  offices  not  employing  letter  carriers, 
is  1  tent  for  each  ounce  or  fractional  part  thereof. 

The  book  rate  is  1  cent  for  each  2  ounces  or  fractional  part  ihcreof ; 
full  prepayment  of  postage  being  required  to  prevent  detention  from 
the  mails. 

The  newspaper  rate  is  1  cent  for  each  4  ounces  or  fractional  part 
thereof,  postage  to  be  prepaid. 

The  jiierch  indise  rate  is  1  cent  for  each  ounce  or  fractional  part 
thereof;  fall  prepayment  ot  postage  being  required  to  avoid  detention 
from  the  mails. 

A  packet  of  any  class  of  mailable  matter,  or  one  comprising  two  or 
more  books,  may  weigh  not  to  exceed  4  pounds  avoirdupois. 

A  siurjle  book,  mailed  as  one  package,  is  not  limited  as  to  weight. 

Packages  of  any  class  <>r  iwiilaljle  matter  may  be  registered  as  well 
as  letters. 

Letters  directed  to  a  place  from  which  the  person  addressed  has 
removed,  will  be  forwarded  ftM  to  another  post  office  for  delivery  (if 
originally  prepaid  at  ltn-<t  l  eenls);  Out  no  doinestic  mall  matter  oiher 
than  Itttrr*  and  poshd  raids  can  he  so  forwarded  unless  postage  is 

ugain  prepaid* 

In  all  cases  of  removal  or  change  of  address,  for  ;iny  reason,  be  sure 
to  notify  thfl  poatmaatcr,  in.  writing-,  of  both  ibeoM  and  new  address. 

Do  not  seal  the  wi  ippers  of  any  matter  other  than  letters  so  that 
the  contents  may  not  be  withdrawn. 

To  seal  any  package  of  mailable  m  jtter  makes  it  subject  to  postage 
nt  the  letter  rate. 

In  directing  mail  matter  for  delivery  in  cities,  always  include  the 
street  and  number,  or  boi  number,  as  there  may  be  more  than  one 
person  of  tbfl  same  name  III  the  absence  of  ibis,  the  directory  must 
he  searched,  which  delays  delivery. 

In  addressing  mail  mailer  it  is  best  to  write  the  State  in  full, 
especially  in  Cases  like  the  following:  Cel.,  Col.;  Va  ,  Yt.;  Me..  Mo.; 
N.  II  ,  N.  M. ;  which  are  often  confounded  where  c  arelessl}  written. 

Whenever,  in  the  ease  of  delay  in  the  delivery  of  matter,  envelopes 
Or  Wrappers  are  furnished  to  the  post  office,  they  should  he  delivered 
r<,ini>'<  t<  ot  a>  annplt  t,  a-  possible,  otherwise  some  important  mark  or 
marks  may  be  missing  which  would  aid  in  an  intelligent  explanation. 

Wholly  unpaid  letters,  or  letters  prepaid  at  less  than  one  full  rate, 
are  In  Id  for  postage  and  not  forwarded;  but  if  the  envelope  bear  (he 
name  and  address  of  the  writer,  they  are  promptly  returned. 


INFORMATION, 


The  law  permits  the  sender  of  any  package  of  mailable  matter  t 
write  on  the  wrapper  his  or  her  name  and  address  following  the  wor 
••From."  This  should  be  written  in  such  a  place  and  manner  as  nc 
to  become  confounded  with  the  address  to  which  it  is  to  he  deliveret 
The  inscription  in  question  and  the  address  should  be  written  on  th 
same  side  of  the  package. 

The  adoption  of  the  above  precaution  will  often  enable  the  pos 
office  to  notify  the  sender  of  a  package,  or  other  matter,  of  it 
detention  because  of  failure  to  comply  with  some  necessary  re^ulaiioi 
like  the  proper  prepayment  of  postage,  etc.  Observance  of  the  aborv 
is  quite  important  in  connection  with  matter  mailed  for  delivery  i 
foreign  countries. 


Do  nothing  carelessly  or  in  a  hurry. 
Keep  everything  in  its  proper  place. 
Ignorance  of  the  law  excuses  no  one. 
The  act  of  one  partner  binds  all  the  others. 

Make  no  investments  without  a  full  acquaintance  with  their  natur 
and  condition. 

All  wills  must  be  made  in  writing,  with  the  testator's  full  name  a 
the  end,  and  attested  by  three  subscribing  wirnessrs.  Witnesses  shoiilt 
always  wiile  their  respective  places  of  residence  after  their  names. 

All  agreements  are  null  and  void  at  the  end  of  one  year  from  thci 
dates,  unless  the  contract  or  some  memorandum  thereof,  slating  th 
consideration,  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  parties  by  whom  th 
agreement  is  made. 

Caution,  prudence,  sagacity,  and  deliberation,  are  all  necessary  t 
business  BOCCesB.  Some 'men,  it  is  true,  get  rich  suddenly,  but  th 
great  majority  do  not,  and  cannot.

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DR.  LESEUR  DEAD. 


One  of  the  Oldest  of  Boston's  Practising  Den- 
tists Passed  Away  This  Morning. 

Hypr  Park,  Dec.  23.  —  Dr.  Horatio 
Leseur,  who  lived  in  this  town  and  prac- 
tised dentistry  in  Boston,  died  this  morn- 
ing. He  was  born  in  Rehoboth  in  1820  and 
settled  in  Boston  in  1852,  where  he  entered 
the  dental  profession,  which  he  practised 
nearly  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
went  to  Hyde  Park  to  live  in  1864. 
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HORSES  NOT  TRESPASSERS. 

Mr.  Conkliii  Wtiis  His   Case  Acainst 
the  ©HI  Colony. 

Judgment  for  the  Dlaintiff  lias  been  affirmed 
by  the  supreme  court  In  the  case  of  Edward 
D.  Conklin  vs.  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Com- 
pany. In  this  peculiar  suit  a  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff  was  found  in  the  superior  court 
fur  the  value  of  two  horses  killed  on  the 
Boston  &  Providence  division  of  the  de- 
fendant. The  horses  had  escaped  from  a 
stable,  and  passed  over  two  strips  of 
land  which  had  been  taken  by  the  city 
of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  making 
a  new  channel  tor  Stony  brook.  There  was 
no  fence  between  the  track  and  the  land,  and 
the  question  was  whether  the  city  took  the 
fee  of  the  land.  The  court  finds  that  the 
city  only  had  an  easement,  and  therefore  the 
plaintiff's  horses  were  not  trespassers.
